Reaction Mostly Favorable 
To Nixon Peking Visit Plan

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen­ 
ate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield said today President 
Nixon’s 
announcement of his 
forthcoming visit to mainland 
China “could very substantially 
help to end the Vietnam war.’’ 
And Senate Republican Lead­ 
er Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania, 
commented 
that 
“Hanoi 
is 
bound to be looking over its 
s h o u l d e r ” and wondering 
whether it can count on contin­ 
ued reliance on “big brother— 
Red China—in carrying on the 
war.” 
Scott also suggested it would 
be advisable for the President 
to take representatives of the 
Senate with him on his trip. 
Mansfield said “China may 
well be the third party, or one 
of the 
third parties, behind 
what has been happening at the 
Paris peace talks this month.” 
He said he assumed the sev­ 
en-point peace plan advanced 
by the Communists “probably 
had the approval of Peking.” 
Mansfield and Scott talked 
with newsmen before the start 
of today’s Senate session. 
Scott said that some form of 
diplomatic relations may be es­ 
tablished between the two coun­ 
tries. 
He cautioned that he did not 
necessarily mean formal recog­ 
nition of the mainland govern­ 
ment and an exchange of am­ 
bassadors, He added that he had 
no inside information on such a 
move. 
However, Sen. Peter Domin­ 
ick, R-Colo., told the Senate he 
has some reservations about a 
Nixon visit to China. 
He said if it proves to be a 
breakthrough in the President’s 
efforts to end the Indochina 
war, “we all welcome it.” But 
if not, he said, it could have 
"very adverse effects on our 
r e l a t i o n s 
throughout 
the 
world.” 
Dominick noted that other 
Presidents have tried “personal 
diplomacy.” 
“ Roosevelt did it and we had 
Yalta and Potsdam and Kenne­ 
dy did it and we had the rose 
garden in Vienna followed by 
the Berlin wall and Cuban mis­ 
sile crisis,” he said. 
“Electrifying 
. . . 
stunning 
. ., astounding” were some of 
the words used by others in ref­ 
erence to the announcement. 
But, not surprisingly, there 
was a hint here and there of 
cynicism among some Demo­ 
crats 
and 
outright 
criticism 
from ultra-conservatives.

Draft Lottery 
Will Be Held 
Next Month

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Selective Service System says 
the 1972 draft lottery, postponed 
once because of congressional 
delay in extending the draft 
act, will be held next month— 
law or no law. 
“We think it’s important to 
have the lottery because the 
kids are anxious to know what 
their numbers are,” a Selective 
Service spokesman said Thurs­ 
day. “We don’t know when Con­ 
gress is going to act and that’s 
why we’re going ahead with 
it.” 
Aug. 5 tentatively has been 
set for the lottery to determine 
the order in which young men 
will be drafted into the Army in 
1972. 
Originally scheduled for July 
1, the lottery was postponed 
after 
House-Senate 
conferees 
deadlocked over legislation to 
extend the draft act two years. 
The stalemate is over 
an 
amendment calling for a U.S. 
pullout from Vietnam within 
nine months after Hanoi agrees 
to release American prisoners 
of war. 
At the time the deadlock de­ 
veloped, 
a 
Selective 
Service 
spokesman said Draft Director 
Curtis Tarr could have held the 
lottery as scheduled but did not 
want to appear acting without 
approval from Congress. 
Tarr now apparently has de­ 
cided to go ahead, since there 
are indications Congress may 
not reach a compromise until 
th** fall. 
A spokesman said it wouldn’t 
be fair to wait any longer for 
the thousands of young men 
who want to make plans with a 
new school year drawing near. 
Although 
Selective 
Service 
will go ahead with the lottery, 
the June 30 expiration of the 
draft act has forced a delay in 
calling up 16,000 men requested 
by the Defense Department for 
the Army in July and August. 
However, 
the 
500,000 
men 
who were deferred when the 
old law was in effect but are 
otherwise 
eligible 
could 
be 
drafted, but there has been no 
decision on this by the N ixon 
administration. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird has said he is “not in 
favor of using such an unfair 
method to select the people for 
the July and August call.”

Strikes Shut Down 2 Railroads Young Cyclist 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Stri­ 
kers began shutting down the 
Southern Railway and the Un­ 
ion Pacific today after all-night 
summit negotiations at the La­ 
bor Department failed to pro­ 
duce agreement on work rules. 
The two lines together ac­ 
count for 8.9 per cent of the 
station’s rail miles and carry 23 
.per cent of all rail shipments of 
farm produce, according to in­ 
dustry figures. 
However, negotiations among 
Cabinet officials, railroad presi­ 
dents 
and 
President Charles 
Luna of the AFL-CIO United 
Transportation Union were set 
to resume later, possibly today. 
The strike over work rules 
would idle an estimated 48.000 
employes on the two roads and 
affect Southern 
and Western 
states. However, effects of the 
strike—the nation’s third major 
rail stoppage in seven months— 
would be felt in various degrees 
by other railroads as surely as 
the 
nation’s 
rail 
system 
is 
joined together. Few commut­ 
ers would be affected. 
Also at the Labor Depart­ 


ment bargaining table were the 
president 
of the 
Norfolk 
& 
Western and a representative 
for the Southern Pacific, the 
two roads set for a UTU strike 
next Friday, and the president 
of Chicago and North Western 
whose 6 a.m. strike deadline 
has been delayed by a federal 
court until July 23. 
The UTU represents 190.000 
brakemen and other operating 
crew members. 
UTU members planned to re­ 
port at the rest of the nation’s 
railroads and urork under much 
harsher rules promised by the 
industry as retaliation for the 
selective, or “whipsaw” walk­ 
outs against the Southern and 
UP. 
In addition to work rules, key 
issues are wages and working 
conditions. 
Railroad spokesmen have ar­ 
gued the UTU should accept a 
contract package similar to the 
one signed by the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers. That 
package included a 42-per-cent 
pay raise over 42 months and

A motion for judgment, and 
a motion for judgment on the 
evidence, were made on behalf 
of defendant Clough by Vance 
Waggoner.

Robert Burns was the first poet in the 
English speaking world to express the 
hopes and sentiment of the common 
man. He did it in their language, using 
idioms and dialect. Before his writing, 
the poems were written at court for 
royalty. 
His poems have given Scotland a spe­ 
cial place in the hearts of many. His 
poem ‘Auld Lang Syne’ has been sung 
with friends for centuries to welcome in 
the New Year. 
On uncovering a mouse during plow­ 
ing, he wrote the poem to “the wee sleep- 
it cowrin tim’rous beastie” and the lines: 
“But Mousie, thou art no thy lane 
(not alone) 
In proving foresight may be in vain; 
The best laid schemes o’mice and men 
Gang aft agle (go wrong) 
An’ lea’e us nought but grief and pain 
for promised joy.” * 
On in another one of his poems, “O 
wan some power the gif tie gie us (give 
us) to see oursels as ithers see us! It 
would frae monie (from many) a blunder 
free us.” 
His most famous line is “Man to man 
the world o’er, shall brithers be for o' 
that.” 
Burns wrote hundreds of poems, and 
refused to be paid for any of them. He 
was a farmer, a surveyor, and later in 
life received the political appointment as 
an excise man. He did not want to be 
paid for something he enjoyed doing, 
such as writing verse! 
In Scotland, we followed his life in re­ 
verse. We first visited the Burns Museum 
in Dumfries. We saw the house where he 
and Jean lived when he died. 
Bums was a frequent visitor in Thorn­ 
hill and Closebum, as both were in his 
district as excise man. His last pair of 
boots were made by a shoemaker in 
Thornhill named Andrew Johnstone, 
whose shop stood on the spot now occu­ 
pied by the Buccleuch Hotel. Thornhill 
was a town of 430 in 1791. 
Closeburn was then and still is a vil­ 
lage. The one story cottages have thatch­ 
ed roofs and whitewashed walls. Most 
were built in the 18th century. Some of 
the houses now have TV aerials. It is a 
quiet place, with yards hemmed in with 
stone fences. Arched stone bridges cross 
the River Nith. Along the stone road is a 
separate stone walkway for bicycles and 
pedestrians. (We were told the original 
Macadam Road was designed by a Mc­ 
Adams from there.) Sheep graze in 
meadows. A few large trees dot the roll­ 
ing countryside. Time has not changed 
this village. 
We stayed all night in the Buccleuch 
Hotel. The next night we stayed at the 
Gatehouse to the Fleet at the Murray 
Arms Hotel, where Robert Bums wrote 
the famous “Scots Wha Hae.” 
As we were returning to Pennicuik, we 
saw the sign, “Brig o’ Doon” ahead. The 
Bums monument was erected on the 
banks of the River Doon in the town of 
Alloway. .His birthplace is a national 
shrine, and is about one-half mile from 
this park. The monument is between the 
auld brig (old bridge) and the Alloway’s 
Auld Haunted Kirk (old haunted 
church). 
The bridge and church were made 
famous by the poem Tam O’ Shanter. 
One feature in the park was the statues 
of the two drouthy cronies of the poem 
(drinking companions). They are chisel­ 
ed from rough grained sandstone. Tam 
is presented in the garb of an Ayrshire 
farmer of the period on market day, and 
Souter Johnie in his working garb as a 
cobbler.

As members 
move in holy constraint and share wisely 
their deepening convictions, the hunger 
for renewal will naturally spread. We are 
always surprised when we see just who 
and how many are truly hungry for a 
new touch from God. 
Every church can have a new spiritual 
revolution if it can produce a small group 
willing to give itself to prayer and obedi­ 
ence to God's will.

Charles John­ 
son, said seven of the men died 
of wounds received in earlier 
weeks and six had been pre­ 
viously listed as missing.

LONDON (AP) — U.S. Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell said to­ 
day the American judiciary has 
spent too much time “making 
new law and new public pol­ 
icy,” and too little determining 
guilt or innocence. 
Taking to task both the bar 
and the bench, Mitchell said: 
“We face in the United States a 
situation where the discovery of 
guilt or innocence as a function 
of the courts is in danger of 
drowning in a sea of legalisms. 
The judiciary, he said, should 
“recognize that perhaps it has 
been too preoccupied in the ex­ 
hilarating adventure of making 
new law and new public policy 
from the bench, and that this 
function of the courts has out­ 
distanced the more sober task 
of judging guilt or innocence.” 
Hitting at a favorite theme in 
remarks prepared for the gen­ 
eral assembly of the American 
Bar Association, Mitchell said 
both judges and lawyers have a 
responsibility to see that the 
right of an individual to a fair 
trial does not outweigh the 
right of society to speedy jus­ 
tice. 
He decried what he termed 
“the Hydra of excess procedu- 
ralisms, archaic formalisms, 
pretrial motions, post-trial mo­ 
tions, appeals, postponements, 
continuances, 
collateral 
at­ 
tacks, which can have the ef­ 
fect of dragging justice to 
death and stealing the very life 
out of the law.”

“In its turn, the bench is in 
the best position to halt the 
stampede of delaying tactics 
that is overrunning the name of 
justice itself. It can exercise 
great judgment in identifying 
and resisting those devices de­ 
signed to obstruct rather than 
to promote justice.”

“Power Of Attorney” Explained 
By Social Security Office 


Many aged persons grant a 
relative “ power of attorney” 
over their affairs for reasons of 
convenience, according to Ron­ 
ald L. Talley, District Manager 
of the Richmond social security 
office. While this may be suf­ 
ficient in most matters, the So­ 
cial 
Security 
Administration 
does not recognize this status 
in negotiating social security 
checks. Persons cashing social 
security checks under this title 
do so without authority, and can 
be held 
accountable for 
all 
checks cashed, Talley stated. 
This is not to imply that the 
Social Security Administration 
never recognizes a “ power of 
attorney.” Under certain cir­ 
cumstances, a financial institu­ 
tion may be assigned “power of 
attorney” for a competent bene­ 
ficiary. For example, a retired 
beneficiary taking an extended 
trip permitting no fixed address, 
can give his bank, or a savings 
and loan association “power of 
attorney” to cash his social se­ 
curity checks and deposit them, 
in his account. This is done by 
executing a Treasury Form SF- 
233 and filing it with his finan­ 
cial institution. He then informs 
social security that Form SF-233 
was completed and is on record 
at the bank, and they will assist 
him in changing the mailing ad­ 
dress to the bank or savings and 
loan association. 


When the individual returns, 
he voids the SF-233 by changing 
his address back to his home. 
This process is also possible if a 
competent individual is confined 
to a nursing home or institution, 
or if mailed checks are fre­ 
quently stolen, but cannot be 
used to assign checks to cover 
an outstanding loan. 
In the above context, the key 
word is competent. An incompe­ 
tent beneficiary cannot grant 
“power of attorney” over his af­ 
fairs under any situation. When 
a claimant is, or becomes in­ 
competent, a legally appointed 
guardian or a representative 
payee is needed. This person re­ 
ceives the claimant’s social se­ 
curity checks in his own name, 
cashes and uses them, to the best 
interest of the beneficiary. A 
legal guardian is appointed by 
the 
courts, 
a 
representative 
payee by the Social Security Ad­ 
ministration, but b o th are held 
accountable for benefits routed 
through them. 
Talley suggests that if you are 
negotiating 
social 
security 
checks under “power of attor­ 
ney” status and you do not rep­ 
resent a financial institution, 
you. should contact the Social 
Security 
Administration 
im­ 
mediately. In most cases, the 
proper status change can be 
taken promptly. A private indi­ 
vidual cannot sign social secur­ 
ity checks addressed to another 
person without, running a risk of 
refunding all such checks.

School Lesson for July 18 is en­ 
titled “ God, The Christian, and 
Civil Law.” Last week’s Lesson 
dealt with the respect a Chris­ 
tian believer should have for the 
government under which he liv­ 
es. The lesson for July 18 cen­ 
ters on the duty of Christians 
to be involved in the passage 
of laws that will contribute to 
justice the election of good and 
competent officials and the sup­ 
port of law enforcement. 
A World To Conquer 
The 
tremendous 
excitement 
that had accompanied and fol­ 
lowed the giving of the Holy 
Spirit at Pentecost furnished an 
opportunity for the Apostle Pet­ 
er to explain to people who did 
not profess the Christian faith 
the meaning and significance of 
this faith. Peter had healed a 
lame beggar who probably for 
years had been seated at the 
beautiful gate of the Temple. 
Opponents 
of 
the 
Christian 
movement felt they had come 
face to face with a problem that 
challenged both their civil and 
religious authority. They did not 
deny that the blind beggar had 
been healed. The question up­ 
permost in their mind was what 
they would do in the case of the 
growing popularity of the group 
that had supported Jesus during 
his ministry and were now de­ 
claring that Jesus, w'ho had been 
crucified, had arisen from ihe 
dead and over a period of forty 
days had fellow shipped with his 
disciples. 
There was only one question 
in the minds of the civil and 
religious leaders of the day: 
What are we going to do with 
these people who not only be­ 
lieve that Jesus of Nazareth, 
after his crucifixion, had risen 
from the dead but were now per­ 
forming m iracles in the name 
of this Jesus? They did not deny 
that a miracle had been per­ 
formed on the blind beggar. 
They no doubt thought that this 
Jesus would soon be forgotten 
and his disciples would go back 
to 
their 
customary 
employ­ 


ments. 
But here was Simon 
Peter, leader of the Christian 
believers, and Peter had actual­ 
ly healed a blind man. Jesus 
had given thme enough trouble 
with his preaching and his de­ 
nunciation of their leadership. 
This m atter appeared to be get­ 
ting out of hand, and along 
comes Peter and .the so-called 
disciples and make the situation 
worse than it had ever been. 
The 
leaders 
admitted 
t h a t 
“ a notable miracle had been 
done by them .” Let us threaten 
these so-called '“ disciples” of 
Jesus and make it plain to them 
that there were to be no more 
healings, sermons or agitation 
in the name of this Jesus of 
Nazareth who had been put to 
death. 


The Sunday School Lesson 
for July 18 is entitled. “ God, 
The 
Christian, 
and 
Civil 
Law.” Acts 4:13-20; I Peter 
2:13-17. 


Proper Obedience 
The threat was given to Pet­ 
er and John but with no effect. 
The disciples felt that they had 
their commission from Jesus 
himself to preach and heal. That 
was enough. Their authority for 
preaching and healing in the 
name of Jesus had come from 
God Himself who had raised the 
dead body of Jesus from the 
grave. The answer of Peter and 
the other Apostles was: “ We 
must obey God rather than men 
(Acts 5:29). 
Christianity is and always has 
been a missionary religion. In 
almost the last conversation the 
risen Christ had with his discip­ 
les he bade them go forth and 
teach 
all 
nations 
“ baptizing 
them in. the name of the Father 
and the Son of the Holy Ghost; 
teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have com­ 
manded you: and. lo, I am with 
you always, even unto the end 
of the world” (Matthew 28:19- 
20). The evil Roman Emperor 
Nero was on the throne, and 
Peter, without hesitation, advis­ 
ee! Christians to be subject to 
the civil law under such an em ­ 


peror, and this, for the Lord’s 
sake. Duty of a Christian believ­ 
er two thousand years ago and 
today remains the same. Preach 
Christ who was crucified, raised 
from the dead and now has as­ 
cended into heaven. Keep the 
law. “ Honor all men. Love the 
brotherhood, Fear God. Honor 
the King.” Man has been creat­ 
ed in God’s image and after his 
likeness. Honor the whole of 
mankind since mankind is God’s 
creation. Revere God and obey 
Him. Support civil government, 
law and order. 
Today’s World 
The turmoil of present day 
life leaves us with many unan­ 
swered questions. The way of 
the Christian believer, however, 
is clearly indicated. The ques­ 
tion was once asked of Jesus: 
“ Master, which is the greatest 
commandment in the law? Jes­ 
us said..,. Thou sha It love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind. This is the chief 
and great commandment. And 
the second is like unto it, Thou 
ska It love thy neighbor as thy­ 
self. On these two command­ 
ments hang all the law and the 
prophets” (M atthew 22:34-40). 
In the distraught world order 
in which we live today we are 
filled with the realization that 
our problems are not only gov­ 
ernmental, economic and social, 
but spiritual. We need to bear 
this in mind as we seek to 
bring order out of chaos, peace 
out of strife, fair dealing out 
of injustice and evil.

U.S. To Aid 


Pakistan 


Refugees 


On July 6, the Department 
of State and the Agency for In­ 
ternational Development outlin- 
ternational 
Development 
out­ 
lined the composition of the ad 
ditionai $70 million U. S. aid 
package, which the Secretary of 
State announced on June 24, to 
assist in coping with the burden 
of approximately 6 million regu- 
gees from East Pakistan who 
are now in India, 
The United States will pro­ 
vide $50 million in the form of 
direct refugee relief assistance 
through the United Nations High 
Commissioner 
for 
Refugees, 
who is the international focal 
point for relief efforts. Of this 
amount, half will be in the form 
of a Food for Peace grant pro­ 
vided under Public Law 480, 
Title II. The provision of this 
additional $25 million in food 
com mod ules will meet (for ap­ 
proximately 
three 
months) 
about half of the Government 
of India’s requirement for feed­ 
ing 
East Pakistani refugees, 
who are now estimated by the 
Government of India to number 
more than 6 million. 
The remaining $25 million con­ 
tributed through the United Na­ 
tions High Commissioner for Re­ 
fugees will be in the form of dol­ 
lar grants for the procurement 
of relief supplies and services 
such as shelter materials, med­ 
icines, and transportation. 
The $50 million, plus the $20.5 
million in cash and food com­ 
modities previously contributed 
by the United States through 
the United Nations relief effort, 
brings the total IKS. contribu­ 
tion for direct refugee relief 
assistance to $70.5 million.
